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Changes in general plan 


turned down by council 


After hearing from property 
owners, the Upland City Council 
Monday night sent part of a general 
plan amendment back to the 
planning commission after deciding 
the land was better suited for 
residential use after all. 

Part I of the city’s general plan 
amendment No. 64 covers 27.25 
acres at the southwest corner of 
Benson Avenue and Arrow Highway. 

Based on one property. owner’s 
request, the planning commission 
had earlier approved a designation 
on future use for light industry. 

But that property owner, Gene 
Bryant, and others told the council 
use of the land for multiple-family 


* homes seemed the best course for 
the landowners. ; 

In Part II of GPA 64, the council 
designated future light industrial 
use for 1.07 acre on the east side of 
Claremont Boulevard with frontage 
on the north side of Harwood Place. 

Council members noted the 
narrow, triangular shape of the 
property and its proximity to a rock 
and gravel operation to the east 
makes the land unsuited for 
residential use. 

For the larger area of land 
considered in the general plan 
amendment, Bryant said his letter 
to the city was prompted by concern 
that some type of development be 


allowed to get under way on the 
27.25 acres. 


He noted the property still carries 
outdated designations for an 
elementary school and 
neighborhood park no longer needed 
in the area. 


Former councilman Hal Bailin, 


representing owner Lee Sobel, noted 
most of the surrounding property is 
in residential use. 

Sobel first proposed a residential 
development for his approximately 
four acres in August 1977 and 
explained that plans for townhouses 
or condominiums on the land are 
currently under way. 


$57 million project in Upland 
dropped by Downey-based firm

A Downey-based development 
firm has abandoned plans for 
pursuing a $57 million planned 
community covering 198 acres in 
northeast Upland after failing to 
reach agreement on escrow closure. 
The Mayer Group Inc. notified 
city officials by letter late last 
month of its decision to cancel 


escrows for purchase of the vacant . 
- land located between Campus 


Avenue and Cucamonga Creek on 
both sides of 16th Street. 

Kenneth Agid — senior vice 
president of The Mayer Group — 
said last week the project was 
dropped because of disagreement 
with the land owners — San Antonio 
Land and Water Cos. — on escrow 
closure. 

_The companies wanted a “faster 
close than we were prepared for,”’ 
he said. 

“Agid ‘‘conservatively”” estimated 
The Mayer Group spent $100,000 in 
staff time and consultants’ fees on 
the project. 

Upland officials said the project 
would have required an 
environmental impact report, the 
first such extensive-study document 
for the city on a project. 

Despite the firm’s investment, 
Agid expressed no ill will toward the 
landowners nor the city. 

He called Upland ‘‘an 
exceptionally fine city to be working 
with,”’ and, referring to the land and

He noted the sale price was

Agid said the key to the escrow 
differences was the timing of the 
closure, not the amount for the land 
purchase. 

Outside the northwest section of 
Upland, the 198 acres in the 
northeast represents the largest 
area of vacant land remaining in the 


city. 

The Mayer Group submitted a 
draft environmental impact report 
and gave the planning commission 
its initial — on the plans

school day, she said. Mrs. Nugent 
said American Learning’s summer 
school includes 24 days of 


instruction. 


She stressed that. the company 


supplies its own materials and 
develops a curriculum to ‘‘mesh” 
with the district’s own classes, but 


not duplicate instruction given in the - 


spring or planned for the fall. — 

The company’s program, offered 
for the first time this year, costs 
$144 per student. Mrs. Nugent noted 
tuition drops 20 percent for each 
child after the first enrolled per 
family, bringing that figure to about 
$115. 

Allan Fink — administrator for 
the University of La Verne’s 
summer school program — outlined 
a less expensive alternative and one 
differing greatly in concept. 

He stressed the flexibility of the 
university’s program and that the 
summer school ‘‘would be as nearly 
as possible the program that you 
would put on yourselves ....’’ 

He added that the ‘‘basic program 
I presented is negotiable,’’ because 
of varying amounts that could be 
paid for rental of district 
classrooms.. The university would 
take a ‘‘flat fee off the bottom’’ of 
any money left after expenses to pay 
for its administration services. 


Fast-food restaurant

the ean permit. before 
the council on appeal. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas cast 
the lone vote against the plans after 
citing concerns over the traffic that 
the restaurant would generate. 

The city had previously rejected a 
proposed site for Arby’s at Ninth 
Street and Mountain. 

Stu Barth — executive vice presi- 
dent of Gold Bar, franchise holder 
for the operation — said the descrip- 
tion ‘‘fast-food restaurant’’ says 
nothing about. quality, only speed.

“‘Arby’s is a fast-food restaurant 
different from most fast-food 
restaurants. This is not saying it is 
better or worse than other fast-food 
restaurants — it is different,”’ Barth 
said. , 

Noting the basic meal served is 
roast beef, he added, ‘Everything in 
the restaurant is roasted. Even the 
desert items, such as the apple tur- 
novers, are roasted. The potatoes 
we sell are roasted hash browns. We 
don’t fry our products at Arby’s.” 

Barth asked and answered the 
question on whether Upland needs 
another fast-food restaurant.

Seventeen different health tests will be given during 
each of the three days. In addition, there will be 
demonstrations and health information provided. 

“The purpose of the fair is to give residents in the area 
an opportunity to gain early detection of health problems 
and to provide them with better health information,” 
said John Crowe, promotional coordinator for the event. 

Although information on childhood will be available, 
health screenings are available only to persons over 18 
years of age, Crowe said. 

One of the 17 tests to be offered during the event will be 
oral screening, offered through the Tri-County Dental 
Society, a component of the American Dental 
Association, Crowe said. 

In the oral screening, qualified dentists will be 
searching for visible tooth decay, severe problems 
requiring orthodontics, and major problems with soft 
tissue and gums that could be pre-cancerous indicators. 


“‘Limited facilities will not allow complete 
examinations, but dentists will give advice on how to 
seek special attention when needed,’’ Crowe said. 

The educational part of the dental program is one of 
the society's central functions, according to society 
spokesman Dr. Charles Issac.

In addition to the dental screening, Medivac 
paramedic-ambulance service personnel will conduct 
anemia and blood chemistry tests, and present 
demonstrations on emergency medical equipment.

Local senior citizens will be bet- 
ter protected in case of fire, theft or 
illness under a new public service 
program now being conducted by 
the Ontario Parkway Kiwanis Club, 
with a little help from its friends. 

The Kiwanis Club, assisted by the 
Ontario building department, the 
Montclair branch of Santa Fe Fed- 
eral Savings, and the fire prevention 
bureau of the Montclair Fire De- 
partment, is supplying and instal- 
ling smoke detectors for senior 
citizens, the handicapped, and the 
needy, according to Jules Maziar, 
club president. 

“Our club is doing it as a public 
service to the community of Onta- 
rio,’”’ because ‘‘the Ontario Fire De- 
partment indicated to us it wouldn’t 
be able to handle the cost,’’ Maziar 
said 


The original program called just 
for the purchase and installation of 
state-approved smoke detectors in 
homes owned by pre-screened resi- 
dents, according to Maziar, but 
that’s not the way it ended up. 
re Brown, a Kiwanis member 

fire inspector with the Mont- 
clair Fire Department, contacted 
Jim Bookhout, Montclair branch 
manager of Santa Fe Federal Sav- 
ings, and both agreed the service 
club’s program was the perfect op- 
portunity to introduce a related 
safety program sponsored by the 
bank called Health Alert. 

The Health Alert program is simi- 
lar to the Vial-Of-Life program, in 
which senior citizens, the hand- 
icapped, and the needy are provided 
with assistance in writing down in- 
formation about personal health 
problems, and then given specially 
designed containers that keep the in- 
formation in a conspicuous location 
like a refrigerator. 

Stickers are also placed on win- 
dows easily seen from the street, so

emergency personnel know exactly 
what to look for and where to look in 
case they respond to a call at the 
residence and need specific infor- 
mation about the person’s health 
problems. 


“‘When someone like a paramedic 
comes into a person’s home in an 
emergency situation they can find 
out immediately what the problem 
is,” using the information in the 
Health Alert container, Bookhout 
said. ' 

On a national level the bank ‘‘had 
a problem getting the word out that 
the program existed so that’s why 
we (the Montclair branch) are 
working through the local service 
club,” Bookhout said. 

“We just wanted to use Health 
Alert to expand the club’s program 
and help the Ontario Fire Depart- 
ment, which has indicated it is un- 
derstaffed and can’t handle the cost 
itself,’’ Brown said. 

Although it doesn’t have the mon- 
ey to put on the program, “The On- 
tario Fire Department is very much 
behind this program and just wish 
they had the manpower to expand 
their own fire prevention program 
in this area,’’ Brown said. 


The Ontario Fire Department was 


apparently not the only agency un- 
able to afford the cost of putting on 
the program. 

“The city of Ontario looked into a 
similar program but just couldn’t do 
it because of the cost involved,” 
said James Coulter, senior housing 
counselor for the Ontario building 
department. 

The Ontario Parkway Kiwanis 
Club is very pleased with the coop- 
eration. 

The service club is providing the 
money to buy about 200 smoke de

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Administrator files claim against Chaffey College — 


By DONALD J. NEWMAN 
Staff Writer 

A Chaffey College administrator 
is seeking financial compensation 
for injuries he alleges were the 
result of “‘harassment’’ by college 
President James Catanzaro. 

Jack Michie, 52, formerly an 
assistant superintendent for 
instruction and now assistant 
superintendent for development, 
filed a ‘workman’s compensation 
claim Jan.’ 25 requesting financial 
renumeration for permanent 
disability, reimbursement for 
medical expenses and for the cost of 
proving his claim. 


No amount has been specified and | 


the case has yet to be heard by the 
state Workmen’s Compensation 
Appeals Board. 

Michie, an educator for 27 years 


who has been at Chaffey for about 
three years, charged his ‘heart, 
vascular system and emotions”’ 
sustained injury because ‘I have 
been subjected to stress, strain and 
harassment.”’- 


Catanzaro said any medical 
problems Michie had were not due 
to any actions by his administration. 

“T really can’t understand it — it’s 


_Teally difficult for me ‘to 


comprehend why this claim was 
filed,” he said, adding the college 
has not been officially notified of the 
case. 

“T can assure you absolutely...that 
at no time...has any employee been 
personally harassed by me or the 
administration,” he continued. 

Michie said he has never had any 
stress-related medical problems 


until his reassignment in September 
from the Alta Loma campus to the 
Corona-Norco satellite facility. His 
job responsibilities were changed 
with the move. 


The transfer removed him from 
‘‘a position of prestige and 
authority, an office representative 
of my station: Without any due 
process I was suddenly moved:down 
to the Corona office which is 
anything but the same kind of place. 
It was demoralizing and 
degrading,’’ he said. 


The administrator said his new 
office was on the second floor of the 
smaller facility, vacant during the 
daytime, where only he and a 
secretary worked. The only other 
employees there were an 
administrator and an assistant who

Ontario rosarian’s Paradise 
_ Wins top ‘All-America’ rating

“It will take approximately seven 
years to develop a rose and get it on 
the market,’’ said Ollie Weeks of 
Ontario. 

A rose hybridizer since 1954, he 
keeps a color picture of his latest 
flower — the Paradise — on his 
desk. 

The Paradise is one of three roses 
which won All-America Awards 
from All-America Rose Selections 
(AARS) this year. 

Since 1939, only 106 out of 1,700 en- 
tries have won that honor. 

The award is not Week’s first, he 
has produced five other award 
winners and, with a partner, co- 
produced five more. 

But the Paradise ‘‘is my favorite 
at the present time. I think it’s my 
best rose,’’ he said. 

Awards judges were also im- 
pressed, according to AARS 
representatives, and, for the first

The AARS representatives 
described the bud’s color as follows: 
“As the bud unfolds, its center 
becomes silvery-lavender, with 
each petal edged in vivid, bright 
pink, presenting a rose with an en- 
tirely new and unique color com- 
bination. As the flower ages, or in 
cool weather, the silver-lavender 
deepens and the pink becomes 
bright, ruby. red, appearing to have 
been literally poured around each 
petal margin, from which it 
gradually spreads over the whole 
flower.’ 

The color, Weeks said, ‘‘is very 
rare... it is possibly the best rose 
hybridized since the Rose Peace 
came out in 1945.’’ 

Although there are hundreds of 
different rose varieties, they all fall 
into five groups, he said. 

— Hybrid Tea Rose, considered 
the most popular type in the country 
(the Paradise is one) and noted for 
large buds on long, single stems. 

~—Floribunda, a rose type that 
grows on hedges, usually having 
very short stems. 

— Grandiflora, a cross between 
Hybrid Tea and Floribunda, it has 
middle length stems and smaller 
blooms. 

— Climber, can be trained to 
climb along trellises or fences. 

— Miniature, tiny versions of the 
above three types. 

A fine rose must be bred, accor- 
ding to. Weeks. ‘Lots of flowers 
come from seed, but not a rose... 
you have to bud or graft to get the 
same plant again, you’ll never get it 
from seed.” 

“You do like you do any other 
thing, you take the best and put it 
with the best and go from there,” he

said. ‘‘You fail a hell of a lot more 
times than you succeed. It’s just like 
race horses. Look at all they put out 
for stud, but how many (foals) ever 
pay off?” 

A hybridizer will collect pollen, 
from a plant he wants to breed from 
and apply it to another he wants to 
cross with, Weeks said. 

The result will be thousands of 
seeds but the hybridizer will be 
lucky if 20 percent germinate and 
grow after planting, he said. 

Resulting blooms, hundreds of 
them, are inspected and evaluated. 
If none are what the hybridizer is 
looking for, it’s back to seed but if 
one has the proper qualities, it’s 
time for budding or grafting, Weeks 
said. About 14% years will have pass- 
ed by this time, according to Weeks. 

A hybridizer will look for good 
color, large blooms with long buds 
and lots of petals for good shape, he 
said. ‘‘The number of petals is very 
crucial,’’ he said. ‘‘Unless.a rose has 
25 to 30 petals, as far as the public’s 
concerned, it’s no good. Out of 10,- 
000, 12,000, 15,000 — if we save 10 
varieties we feel we've done pretty 
good.’’ 


The hybridizer will take the most 
promising plants and bud them into 
10 “‘understalks.’’ An understalk is a 
rose that will be used to breed 
strength into the project rose and 
protect it, Weeks explained. 

He said the hybridizer will con- 
tinue budding the plant until he has 
developed a large stock of them. Ad- 
ditional plants must always be ob- 
tained through budding because the 
seed will never produce uniform 
plants, he said. 

Weeks had one tip for persons who 
grow roses — sunshine. “Roses re- 
quire a lot of sun, if they don’t get it 
you’re going to have mildew,” he 
said.

County firefighters at Arrowhead 


Village burns in good cause 


A small group of sweaty 
firefighters pushed back the visors 
on their helmets and gazed in 
amusement as flames erupted 
through the roof of the Lake 
Arrowhead Village Inn. 

It was almost time for them to go 
in and put the blaze out — again. 

Most of the south shore village 
must be leveled to make way for a 
new shopping center complex, giv- 
ing firefighters from 24 different 
departments a chance to practice 
their science on controlled burns. 

Representing Ontario was Divi- 
sion Chief Joe Piscioneri, serving as 
a training officer. ‘‘My main job up 
here is to help in logistics and to 
coordinate all the field medical 
stuff,’’ he said. 


He said a controlled burn the size 
of the one sponsored by the Lake 
Arrowhead Fire Protection District 
and San Bernardino County Associa- 
tion of Fire Chiefs is rare. 


‘We had (Ontario) crews lined up 
for each day here but we canceled 
them out because we didn’t have a 
truck,’’ Piscioneri said. 


The truck developed transmission 
problems and, because the depart- 
ment is now Proposition 13 con- 
scious, officials were reluctant to 
issue another truck, the chief said. 

The field hospital, with seven 
cots, was empty. By Thursday night 
there had been no injuries. But 
Piscioneri said the mini-hospital 
was fully equipped. ‘‘We can handle

major burns, we have I-V solutions, 
oxygen and oxygen masks.”’ 

He said medical personnel on duty 
had paramedic equipment including 
heart defibrilators and a special 
radio link with a hospital. 

“‘We’re trying to be so careful. 
We've got a full safety team and we 
don’t do anything until they say go,”’ 
he said about the controlled burn. 


Piscioneri was also ‘‘the torch,’’ 
setting fires inside sections of the 
inn for the practice session. 

“What I’m actually doing is the 


same thing as an arsonist,’’ he said. 
“We deliberately set it so the fire 
will communicate between the 
rooms and go up into the attic.” 


The inn was divided into three 
sections to be burned separately, 
because of the particular fire 
problems architecture in each 
would produce. és - 


The first blaze roared through an 
end portion and up into the attic, its 
advance stopped by a section of 
roofing the firefighters had removed 
as a firebreak and by a snorkel truck 
continually dousing the rest of the 
building. 


New firefighters, Piscioneri said, 
were led through the lower and up- 
per floors to demonstrate how most 
of the heat and dangerous gasses 
rise in a fire. : 


Each time a team of firefighters 
went into the blaze, they were 
counted and a second head count 
was taken each time a group came 
out, Piscioneri said. 


Also, he said, teams of spotters ; 


scanned the surrounding buildings 


and foliage for small ‘‘spot fires” 
started by stray sparks. 


But he said spectators trying to 
get a look at the blaze were the 
biggest problem. 


The firefighter set one of the final 
blazes of the day, then scurried to 
safety outside. 


‘“‘Didn’t make you nervous, did 
it?’’ a news photographer asked. 

“Oh, a little bit,” Piscioneri said, 
“‘when it (the fire) went by me.”’
